II-THE POLITICAL WANTONS OF NEVADA. 


No party ever presented as its chief exponents a 


more remarkable army of political harlots than does 
the Republican party of Nevada to-day. In order for 
a party to stand for anything substantial and honest, 
her. representative men should at least have some sem- 
blance of consistency and impress the people with 
something of sincerity and truth. The fact is there is a 
gigantic political conspiracy to turn Nevada over to the 
Republican party, not for any benefit which the State 
may receive, but for the selfish ends which each indi- 
vidual in the combination has in view. 


The Republican party has been very bitter in its 


denunciation of the Silver and Democratic parties of 
Nevada, and it may not be amiss to hold up for public 
inspection the unholy political alliance now working 
to turn this State over to a party whose politics are not 
in sympathy with Nevada, and whose future national 
legislation will be largely occupied with matters relat- 
ing to Cuba, the Philippines and Porto Rico, rather 
than to Nevada and the domestic development of 
America. 


I.-NEVADA FOR NEVADANS. 


The Republican party in Nevada have stolen 


this motto to adorn their ticket. When we take into 
consideration the fact that the National Republican 
party is one antagonistic to every industry in Nevada, 
the above motto, stolen by the Republicans, loses much 
of its charm. When we study the character, sincerity 
and record of the men behind this movement, the cry 
of "Nevada for Nevadans," becomes a mockery when 
uttered by the abandoned political harlots who to-day 
are prostituting political principle and honor to attain 
the selfish end of revenge. 


"Nevada for Nevadans" ought to be a cry of 


intelligent force, and its best effect ought to be an 
appeal for all Nevada men to stand for the party of 
their interest. New England, Pennsylvania and the 
Mississippi valley have long supported that party 
which represented their highest developments. 
In 


1892 Nevada, adopting the same policy, swung into line 
for Weaver and Field. It was "Nevada for Nevadans," 
Nevadans for Nevada's interest, and as applied to indi- 
viduals that cry is meaningless, but as applied to politi- 
cal parties it becomes a cry of singular strength. If, as 
the Republican party contend, this campaign is a fight 
of " Nevada for Nevadans," let us accept the motto and 
apply it to present conditions. 


In Nevada to-day there are but two industries— 


mining and agriculture. The State of Nevada to-day, 
unquestionably, contains the most magnificent field for 
mineral development of any State in the Union. The 
full development of the mining industry would not 
only make Reno a town of 20,000 people, but rejuve- 
nate Virginia City, add new life to the old camps of 
Tuscarora, Austin, Eureka, Candelaria and Pioche, be- 
sides bringing into existence a large number of new 
camps. The mining development of Nevada depends 
entirely upon the national legislative action. Then the 
people of Nevada should support that party whose 
friendliness to silver is unquestioned. It needs no elab- 
orate argument to define the position of the Republican 
party upon this question. The Republican party to- 
day stands for the gold standard. Every interest of the 
Republican party is to-day tied up to the money influ- 
ences of Wall street and England. Her financial pol- 
icy is full of danger to the west, to Nevada, to the com- 
mon people. So when the cry of "Nevada for Ne- 
vadans" is sounded by the Republicans in this State, it 
strikes us that the cry must appeal to all true Nevadans 
to support that party whose principles represent the 
upbuilding of Nevada. 


The second great question of importance is the 


irrigation question. This question also depends upon 
legislation. It is also an undisputed fact that the Re- 
publican party has stubbornly fought the adoption of a 
policy which should include, in the regular appropria- 
tion bills, sums of money to build storage reservoirs, 
dig irrigating canals and reclaim the vast tracts of arid 
land in the west. Yet we find the Republican party— 
which did in the past, and does now, endorse a govern- 
mental policy which makes appropriations for canals, 
harbors and dredging rivers—antagonistic to a policy 
which shall include irrigation of arid lands and build- 
ing of storage reservoirs. 


We find, also, that upon these two questions, 


which mean the development of Nevada, that the Dem- 
ocratic party and silver sentiment of this country stand 
as the pronounced champions. William J. Bryan to-day 
stands for the mineral just as he does for the agricul- 
tural development of the west, and we challenge any 
Republican in Nevada to point to a single legislative 
movement of the Republican party of benefit to the 
masses of the Nevada people. Borax, it is true, under 
a Republican tariff, brings a higher price than formerly 
but foreign cheap labor does the work, and foreign cor 
poratious reap the benefit. The sheep industry it is 
claimed is largely benefited, but usually a non-resident 
and five dogs attend to a band of sheep. So in reality

lations. The Republican party in Nevada to-day is 
under the control of C. C. Wallace, Wm. M. Stewart,

The fact is, every man in the above-named list sees, in 
Republican success, only personal gain. 
As far as 


Nevada is concerned, it is " Nevada be damned." 


The indictment which we are about to bring can 


be borne out by the facts. We hereby publicly state that 
the men whose names we have linked with this conspir- 
acy are influenced by hopes of personal gain in the 
success of Hanna, and that there is not a man in the 
list whose periodical political flopping does not stamp 
him as a political harlot, and whose political changes 
have not been controlled by selfish rather than patri- 
otic influences. At the head of the list stands C. C. 
Wallace, whose sole aim is to defeat Francis G. New- 
lands. Mr. Wallace personally, is the superior of his 
fellow conspirators. He is the railroad boss and manip- 
ulator, and his whole political career has been gov- 
erned by the political expediency of success. He was 
a Silver party man for years, but has returned to the 
Republican party because he was denied any control 
in the Silver party. Politics, with Wallace, is a busi- 
ness; he knows no party; he knows nothing of an hon- 
est political conviction. 


E. S. Farrington is the candidate of Mr. Wallace. 


Mr. Farrington wants the honor of being Congressman. 
He was a Silver man two years ago and was a candi- 
date for Congress before the Silver party. Why he 
has become a Gold Standard party man he himself best 
knows. Silver is as much an issue today as it was 
eight, six, four or two years ago. The truth is that Mr. 
Farrington was pulled into this conspiracy, and would 
have joined any party to get the office. Silver is the 
issue upon which the honest men have stood, but there 
is no political excuse for any man in Nevada, who was 
formerly a Silver man, today to be found in the ranks 
of McKinley. 


The infamy of William Stewart is too well known 


to discuss at length. Honored by the people of this 
State for 30 years, he has dishonored his State and dis- 
graced himself. His own infamy is without parallel 
and he stands today under the influence of Hanna, an 
enemy to this State; and his association with the har- 
lots comprising the gold conspiracy is enough to damn 
every man in it. 


A. C. Cleveland has switched back and forth, po- 


litically. Four years ago he tragically walked out of 
the Republican party because of silver, and today he 
meekly walks back into the same party when it has 
taken up the gold standard. 


John C. Doughty was a candidate [for Congress 


in the Populist party. Today he is a Republican. He 
fought Newlands six years ago because, so he claimed, 
Newlands was a railroad attorney, yet today he sup- 
ports Farrington, the railroad candidate. 
Six years 


ago he denounced Wallace and Stewart, yet today he 
,akes his orders from them. Mr. Doughty is the great- 
est political contradiction that ever flashed upon a po- 
litical sky. 


Sardis Summerfield is not free from taint, and 


though a consistent goldbug and Republican, was none 
too good to stoop to Wallace and Stewart in order to 
secure his confirmation for a $3,000 political job. 


Dr. W. H. Patterson, Superintendent of the 


Asylum, is another member of this conspiracy. He 
stooped also into the dirty intrigue of two years ago 
and received his reward. 


F. H. Norcross, in the course of six years, has 


sought about five nominations from three different par- 
ties, and has alternately been elected and (defeated in 
every party. This career is without equal in the po- 
litical history of Nevada.

abandoned political prostitutes that ever disgraced a
